ls Portugal. Two cbjections are 
generally urged against the en- 
try of neutrals into the world 
organisation, Yither it is anid 
that they helnel the Axis more 
than they helped the Allies, or 
it is suid: that they are govern- 
ed by Fascist or semi-Fascist 
regimes. On both these scores, 
Portugal can certuirly challenge 
comparison with Argentina, 
which has been admitted, 

it ia true to say that no other 
small neutral rendered such ser- 
vices to the Allied cause as did 
Portugal.  Partugsl’e attitude 
was not, of course, dictated by 
ideological considerations and 
her help to the ANica waa not 
influenced by love of the Allies. 
Though her traditional alliance 
with Great Briuin certainly 
had o powerful sentimental in- 
fluence on ‘public cpinion, like 
every other country’s her con- 
duct was governed almost ex- 
clusively by self-interest. The 
fact that this small country ren- 
dered the Allica great services 
was duc to pet giaphical reagons 
and also to the good luck that 
she Was govisned by Salazar, 
one of the ablest of Europe’s 
statesmen, and that he was able 
to thke no long-sighted view of 
his country’s true, smterests, 

The first great service which 
Portugal rendered” the Allies 
‘was the part sho played in keep- 
ing Spain from joining the Axis 
powers, This process started 


in 1989, when Salazar conclud- 


ed the first Iberian Pact with’ 
Franco. This pact was further 
reinforced by gaccessive agree- 
ments in 1942 and 1943, 
The'object of all these agree- 
ments was to preserve the nou- 
trallty of tho Iberian Peninsula.’ 
Franco was as anxious to. keep 
his country_ont of the war as 
was Salazar, but, the Spanish 
dictator was fur more subject to 
German and Italian. pressure 
than was the dictator ‘of: Per- 
Thera were several

The report said “The recurity 
of the. United States and the 
essential needs of its citizens 
must never again be jeopar- 
dized by inadequate or uncer- 
tain rubber supplies,” 

John Snyder, director of the 
Reconversion, relensed the re- 
port.—Assoulated Press.

Radium Seized 
In Osaka 


Tokyo, March 21. 
Radium seized by the Germans 
from the Czech Consulate in 
Onakn in 1939 has safely reached 
the Czoch gmbassy in Washinz- 
ton, after being sent by courier 
from Tokyo, General MacArthur's 
Headquarters announced to-day. 

Tho radium, contained in vials, 
was inclosed in two wooden boxes 
weighing approximately 100 
pounds each and was taken across 
the Pacifle Ocean by an army 
officer, . 

The return of the radium start- 
ed when the Czech government 
notified the United States State 
Department that 377 milligram« 
of radium, belonging to the Czech 
gov@rnment organisation in, Pra- 
gue, were scized by the Germans 
from the Czech consulate in Osaka 
in 1939. It was stored in a bank 
vault in custody of the German 
consulate-general in: Kobe, which 
asked the German control board 
for instructions, but mever re 
ecived any. 

The radium stayed in the vault 
until recovered by the. American 
government and returned to the 
Czeoh government. — Associated 
Press. .
